ON Monday last the Tives printed a lengthy despatch from its 
Correspondent in Jerusalem under the heading of “ The Palestine 
Vroblem,”’ 
country that it seems almost natural to place the words iu juxta- 
position, and their alliterativeness may of course have something 
to do with the fact. Butthe particular “problem” to which the 
Times Correspondent refers does not seem to us upon examination 
to present those points of difliculty and complexity, which are the 
chief characteristics of all problems. ‘The Correspondent says that 
the ‘ problem” is how the fusing together is to be accomplished of 
“the new Jewish elements seeking their home in Palestine and look- 
ing upon themselves as Palestinian nationals in the making’ with 
“the Arab majority.’ But from what he says there does not appear 
to be any clear indication of a desirability that the two elements 
should “fuse,” at least not in their present relative conditions. 
The Jews, he tells us, have done and are doivg marvels in the 
upbuilding of the new Palestine. 


Compared with five years ago (he says) we find a more extended 
road system and, in the main, first-class roads; a railway system as 
00d ay it possibly could be according to the limited scheme already 
in existence; a heavy reduction in the staff of the administration, 
and in almost every instance an improvement in competence ; public 
security improved almost beyond all recognition; the luxury of 
telephones at a moderate charge for all in large towns who ask for 
them ; a forty or fifty per cent. reduction in the price of mostcom- 
modities: increased areas of land under cultivation; large areas 
under reafforestation, largo surburban districts springing up around 
Jerusalem, Jaffa, Haifa, and Tiberias; some thirty new agricultural 
settlements up and dewn the country; drainage and elaborate 
irrigation carried out in extensive districts hitherto monopolised by 
malarious swamps. 


And then he refers to the success that has attended the tobacco 
growing industry and (so far) the Rutenberg Scheme. In other 
words, he tells us that the great work to which he pays such marked 
tribute has resulted from Jewish energy Jewish labour, and Jewish 
enterprise, these havivg been supported by the financial help of the 
Jews of the world. Now, what on the other band is the charaster 
of the Arabs with whom he urges Jews to “fuse”? He tells us 
that while Jews are reclaiming the land and turning swampy, sandy 
or malarious ground into valuable and fertile areas which the ill- 
equipped Fellah could not hope to cultivate, the Arabs see in this 
transformation of the country nothing but a plot and a device 
directed against them! They refuse to participate. If they do 
not actively interfere, they passively retard progress wherever 
{hey cam. They stand by and see the land which, largely through 
the fault of themselves aud their Arab forbears, has been allowed to 
sink into waste, and refuse to give a hand in. the work upon the 
pretext of the Balfour Declaration. Instead, they have educated 
themselves—so the Correspondent says—to the point of showing 
“a bighly cultivated ability for misconstruing any and every 
‘iovernment statute as an anti-Arab measure.’ Now, whatever 
grievance the Arabs may suppose that they have, aud whatever 
legitimate grievance may indeed be theirs, they are clearly— 
according to this Correspondent—in a disgruntled, if not a 
tulky, mood. “E won't play!” is their attitude towards the 
upbuilding of their land.and its betterment.

We think it due to the institution 
particularly concerned, to those responsible for it, as well as to the 
community at large, that a clear statement about the matter and 
the suggestion that has been tendored, should be made without 
delay. And we have the less hesitancy in thus urging this, because. 
as we have pointed out, the terms of retirement proposed are 
totally incompatible with even any prejudicial implication 
regarding the official to whom they were offered.

HIE Warden of the St. tieorge’s Jowish Settlement is 
evidently not the only one who thinks that it would boa 
good thing to promote assimilation among Jews generally 
with their surrounding environments, or that, inciden' 

ally, the segregation of the Jaws in the Evwt End ia a valid 
matter for complaint. Some evidence ‘of this fact has been 
afforded mo since the comments I ventured upon the pulpit 
address delivered by Mr. Basil L. Q. Menriques appeared in this 
column. Into the details of some of the coccespondence that has 
reached me it were futile to enter, because it is useless arguing from 
two diametrically opposite and mutually antagonistic points of view. 
_ I recollect some years ago being present ata country sbow held in 
connection with a féte that was the annual event of a little town 
in which I wasthen living. The showman must bave been a remark. 
ably able man at his business, because | recollect that he had o 
dog which be had trained ego that to a'!l intents and purposes it 
bebaved precisely as a horse.

The patent example of this is to be found, as I have more than 
once poiuvted out, in the eufferiugs our people endured by reason of 
the Inquisition. The Jews living under the rule of Ferdinand and 
isabella were not brought before the Holy Tribunal because they 
lived-and bad their being as Jews. They were brought there, so that 
enquiry—inquisition—might be made conceruing them because, 
although outwardly and to all intents and purposes Christians, they 
were suspected of Jewish practices. There is no need forme toenter 
there can 
be no reasonable doubt that the villainy of Torquemada and the 
terrible instrament of the Civil Arm coustituted a revolt against the 
assimilation of the Jew into Spanish society in all its ramifications. 
It goes without saying that there was not an atom of justification 
for the abominable wrong that was done to these people, I am 
not in the remotest excusing or palliating it. I am merely 
pointing out that the Inquisition was a protest against assimilation. 
-I¢ is a rave example of tbe truth of that wonderful story which is 
credited to Rabbi Akiba concerning the fishes who, when they were 
derided for living their lives ‘midst the mud and the slime of the 
river-bed, constantly liable to the assault of the angler and tocertain 
death at his bands, weré urged to come out of the stream into the 
sunlight. “Ab!” was the reply of the wise fishes, ‘here we are in 
ourown ¢lement. We run many risks, it is true ; but an invitation

THE LATE Mr. SAMUEL GOMPERS. 


The funeral of the lato Mr. Samuel Gompers was not, it is under. 
stood, at a Jewish burying place, although RabbiStephen Wise conducted 
the chief ceremony. A Commitment Service was also read by a Christian 
clergyman, who, bowever, was also Chaplain of the New York Grand 
Lodge of Masons, of which the deceased was a member. In the course 
of bis address, Kabbi Wise, taking as his text the twenty-third Psalm, 
sald: 

\unowing Gompers as I did, I felt and feel that his idealism, his 
uvfaltering courage, his love of his fellow-men were nurtured by bis 
Jewish past, emerged out of that background of centuries of high 
moral purpose and unwithstandable spiritual resolve, to which 
heritage ho gave conscious loyalty. Who knows but that he might 
have been a steadfast worshipper within the walls of the synagogue, 
bad he found within church and synagogue alike less of sqcial 
timidities and more of unquailing courage in dealing with industrial 
inequity and social oppression ? 

Of Lincoln it was said that he was such a man as freedom knows 
how tomake. We name Samuel Gompers sucha man as America 
knew how to re-make, how to re-fashion to its lofty uses. America 
re-made this immigrant lad even as America has taken multitudes of 
io migrant sonsand daughters, and won them by virtue of its kindling 
genius and their eager hearts to the uttermost devotion of service to 
American purposes. 

What romance and wonder in his story! It is, in truth, an 
American career, an American epic. Gompers died a poor man. 
You, his nearest, will bave no inheritance taxes to pay. But he has 
left you rich indeed. Uis work is done, neither to be done over nor 
to be undone. Great was his pioneering achievement; it is to be 
honoured not as a goal or ultimate achievement, but as incentive and 
inspiration. You, who now take up the task and burden he laid 
down, shall yet behold it come to pass that all men shall be biessed 
and al! of them freed from being bondmen, even the hewers of wood 
and the drawers of water. He bad a high and honourable part in 
freeing men from bondmen.

‘Luncheon to Delegates. 


A Luncheon to the delegates followed at Abrahameson's Restauranbd, 
at which the Chief Rabbi, President of the Federation, was present. 

Mr. Hanry Daact, MLA., Vice-President, who presided, said that 
tha’ was a memorabie day in the history of the Federation; they were 
now seven years old. Duriag that period they had tried to capture 
London, and at last had ancceeded. 

Dr. IsuAEG ABRAHAMS, M.A., proposed the toast of “ Inter-U niversity 
Jewish Federation.” He said*that he wanted to see members of the 
Federation on the Deputies of British Jews, and trying to run the com- 
munity on lines worthy of it. 

The in responding, said that the Federation falfilied 
a vital function in the spiritual life of Angio-Jewry. He could give 
them concrete proof of this. He had read recently statistics of the 
number of Jewish young men who were members of the great 
public echools, and he believed, that the number of young men— 
sons of prosperous Jewish families—who went to these schools was 
something lixe five hundred. With the exception of those who went to 
the Jewish House of one of these schools, the religious influence on all 
these was practically mi/, or something even worse than ni/. Boys were 
sent to these public schools with the distinct purpose that every trace of 
Judaism shou!d bo eradicated from their natures during those years they 
spent in that distinctly Christian environmen. When they considered 
this fact and realised what was happening in the public schools, they would 
begin to appreciate the vital functions of that Federation, which took 
their young men and women, aroused their Jewish fcelings and dormant 
Jewish consciousness, and implanted Jewish ideals and ethics. He hoped 
the day was not far distant when there would be similar attempts at the 
rousing of the Jewish consciousness in the great public schools, which 
at present existed for all Jewish consciousness to go to sleep. 

Mr. BERTRAM b. BENAS, B.A., LL.B., proposed “ their President ” (Dr, 
Hertz). He thought they might do worse than make London a centre for 
a future Summer School, He coupled with the toast the names of Dr. 
and Mrs. Eder. 

Dr. M. D. EDER, President of the London University Jewish Students’ 
Union, expressed thanks on behalf of the Union, and said he believed 
they would welcome the proposal to holda Summer School in London. 

Dayan FELDMAN, B.A, proposed the toast of the “ Stulent Movement.” 

Dr. Z. LAUTERPACHT, Chairman of the World Union of Jewish 
Students, replied. 

Tho toast of “the Hebrew Revival,” coupled with the name of Dr. 
Biichler, was proposed by Mr. Leoa Simon, B.A., and acknowledged by 


Dr. Biichler. Mr. Jacques Cohen, B.A., thanked the delegates and 
the Chairman. 


Inter-Varsity bate. 


In the evening, at Jews’ College, an Inter-Varsity debate was held 
on the motion, “That the Jewish Genius is Imitative rather then 
Creative.” Dr. M. D. EDER presided. 

Mr. JACQUES COHEN, B.A. (London University), opened for the motion, 
Hesubmitted thatvhe term “Jewish Gentus” meant the geuius of the whole 
poople—the expression of their character. Every individual was born with 
both an imitative and a creative faculty, but they were combined in 

rént belie tn different degrees, and if he were to assert that tae 


genius of the majority wasimitative rather than creative he did not think 
anybody would dispute that statement. Tbe same applied to nations as, 
a whole. He could conceive in the history of nations that there might be 
periods whon they wou'd show themselves to possess in a very great 
degree a creative gonins. Since the age of the prophets and the rabbis, 
and immediately thereafter, thore had been no period in Jewish history 
when the Jowish genius had expressed itself. In Palestine the whole 
spirit of the Jewish peoplo had gone towards the idea of the Sovereignty of 
one God and of the Jewish ethical ideals. 

Mr. R. V. (Oxford U alvarsity) opened for the opposition. 
It seemed to him that the mere fact of the Jews’ survival tended to show 
that they could not have been merely imitative. The fact thai they 
had withstood so successfully all the assaults of time suggested that they 
would not have been spared if their genius had been imitative of the 


ecvnations around them. Of course they had ialitated to a certain degree, 


for they had to adapt themselves, bui-¢heir imitation was assertive. 
Hie thought it would be admitted that the Dibiical period was creative 
in the highest sense, andthe rabbinic period preservative and instructive, 

Other speakers were Mesara. J. M. Rantzen (London U niversity), 5S. M, 
Lehrman, B.A. (Cambridge University), Harry Dagnt, M.A. (Manchaster 
University), B. Janner, B.A. (Cardiff University), I. Sandler (Manchester), 
5. Greenstein (Edinburgh); aod the Rev. M. L. Perizweig, B.A. 

The motion was lost by a majority of seven. 

Mr. M. POLISCHUK thanked Dr. Eder and the delegates. Mr. B. Cones 
scconded the motion.

THE LETTERS OF 


CCLXXIIL—A tet Jewish Traveller. 


My COUSIN. 


I see that the celebrations in honour of Vasco da Gama in Lisbon 
have been postponed to January 25th. Vasco died on December 24th, 
1524, and the four hundredth anniversary of that event was originally 
planned for December 21st last. In view of the fact that Vasco discovered 
the Indies and laid the foundation of a great Eastern Portuguese Empire, 
the national celeb~ation is intelligible. The Portuguese people will recall 
with pride that fine day in July, 1497, when the ships of the expedition 
of which Vasco was the head slipped down the Tagus on their voyage of 
discovery. The event brings to mind Abraham Zacuto, who was resident 
in Lisbon at the time, and who helped ‘asco in making his plans for this 
great expedition. 

The association of Zacuto with da Gama made moe think of an 
even more distinguised Jewish traveller, perhaps the most distinguished of 
all—Benjamin of Tudela. It must have been somewhere round about the 
year 1166, at the time when in this country Henry II. was quarrelling 
with Becket, that Benjamin left his home, to which he returned only 
after fourteen years of wanderings over Southern Europe ‘and the Near 
East. He was a traveller who would have rejoiced the heart of the 
members of any Royal Geographical Society. He used his eyes and his 
ears, and, more than that, he wielded the pen of a ready writer, and told 
the story of his wanderings in a charming style. Of the man we know 
little. The dates of his birth and his death have not been recorded, and 
for biography of him we must content ourselves with what another, who 
probably knew him, wrote in the preface of the traveller's Itinerary: 
* This is the book of travels which was compiled by Rabbi Benjamin, the 
son of Jonah, of the land of Navarre—his repose be in Paradise. 
The said Rabbi Benjamin set forth from Tudela, his native city, and 
passed throagh many remote countries, as is related in his book. In 
every place which he entered he made a record of all that he saw, or was 
told by trustworthy persons. He also mentions some of the sages and 
illustrious men residing in each place.” 

What was Benjamin’s goal? Whatelse but Palestine? On his way 
out he travelled through the South of France, Ikaly, and the Byzantine 
Empire, and went beyond Palestine as far as Palla. while on his return 
journey he crossed Egypt and Sicily. Benjamin must have been a man 
of many interests. He reports on men and affairs; he tells of popular 
superstitions, of the gossip of the market-place, of art and archmology. 
He gives a most attractive description of Rome and its buildings, 
of Jerusalem, and of Damascus. He is a typical mediwval Jewish 

traveller, hungry for information, interpreting the East to the 
West, a student of folk-lore, and all along a _ trader, bringing 
to Europe the products of the East. When one considers the difficulty 
of travel by land and sea in those early times, one wonders at the 
intrepidity of Benjamin. One would like to know how he overcame 
frontier difficulties, what papers he carried with him, and soon. But we 
must content ourselves with his record alone, which was written in simple 
Rabbinic Hebrew. The best translations, one is glad to be able to report, 
are those made into English, the first by Asher, which was published in 
1810 and 1841, and the second by the late Marcus Adler, which appeared 
in 1907, Both are very readable, and anyone who is interested in the social 
and economig, conditions of Jews in the third quarter of the twelfth century 
will find abundant material in Benjamin’s pages. 

Wherever he came he gave some account of the general conditions of 
the town, Apa added to them what he was able to discover about the local 
Jewish community. In Lunel, for example, Benjamin states that he found 
about three hundred Jews, at the head of whom was the léarned Rabbi 
Meshullam and his five sons. The town was a great ceutre of rabbinic 
learning, and students from all parts flocked thither, all of whom were 
maintained by the community. Benjimin’s account of Genoa has become 
classical—of its merchants who on occasion fought each other from the 
towers of their houses, of their piracy, of their commercial enterprises, 
Indeed, one realises that in his day war, trade, and piracy were an 
indivisible trinity, Strange to say, Benjamin found only two Jews in 
Genoa and only twenty in Pisa. In Marseilles, however, an important 
trading centre in those days, there was a fairly large community ; settled 
there, it was alleged, since Roman times, The Jews of Marseilles partict- 
pated in the commerce of the town on the same footing as did their 
Christian fellow-citizens, and it would seem that Jews and Christians 
traded together in amity. The names of the Marseilles Jews have 4 
curious sound—Modafar, Bonasse, Bonisaac, Bonusinfans, Bonusdominus. 

Rome must have fasvinated Benjamin. Scion of an ancient race, he 
probably felt the appeal of the ancient city. He reports that some two 
hundred Jews resided in it, and that some of them were in the service of 
the Pope (Alexander III). Ouein particular be singles out for especial 
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praise—Rabbi Jechiel, who, he said, was a clever and good-looking man 
and was steward of the Pope’s household. At the Pope's coronation the 
Jews of Rome enjoyed the especial privilege of taking part in the cere- 
monial, bringing a Scroll of the Law before the Pontiff and singing songs 
in his praise. Benjamin gives the impression that the Jews of Rome in 
his day lived ami’? eminently satisfactory conditions. 

His reports of the Jews in Southern Italy are equally interesting. 
It would appear that the Jews in that part of the world excelled in the 
art of dyeing, and the evidence of Benjamin is amply supported by the 
policy, at a later date, of the Emperor Frederick I1., who founded a State 
monopoly of dyeing, and appointed Jews to organise and manage the 
monopoly. So, too, with Frederick's silk monopoly. There are people 
who allege that Jews are incapable of taking part in industrial pursuits, 
Benjamin’s narrative proves how unfounded this assumption is. 
Wherever he went in the Byzantine Empire the magnificently. 
coleured garments worn by the Greeks, of which they were immensely 
proud and which they kept strictly to themselves, allowing none but 
Greeks to wear them, were the work of clever Jewish dyers. In Thebes 
Benjamin met with about two thousand Jews, whom he praises for their 
Skillin this industry. In Constantinople itself, the Jewish qiarter was 
in Pera, where about two thousand Traditionalist Jews lived, together 
with some five huodred Karaites. But the Jews of Constantinople were 
weighed down by the Galuth, for the Greeks loved them not. “In Con’ 
stantinople many of the Jews are manufacturers of silk cloth,” Benjamin 
tells us, “many others are merchants, some of them being extremely 
rich ; but no Jew is allowed to ride on a horse except Rabbi Solomon, 
the Egyptian, who is the King’s physician.” We know from other 
sources that under the Byzantine Emperors the ancient anti-Jewish 
legislation was still in force; intermarriage between Jews and Gentiles 
was probibited, and the conversion of a Christian to Judaism was punished 
unmercifully. On the other hand, the Jews were protected by the law, 
80 that their houses and their synagogues were safe. 

From Constantinople Benjamin went on to Cyprus, and from there 
he reached Syria, and eventually the Holy Land. The latter must have 
presented a sorry sight to the Jewish traveller. Jerasalem itself con: 
tained about two bundred Jews, most of them dyers. Hereand theré as 
he travelled through the country, he came across isolated Jewish 
inhabitants, all of whom appear to have been engaged in this industry. 
“Two Jews live at Beith Nabi, and botharedyers. At Jaffa, only one 
Jew resides; he too isadyer.” Incontrast to the conditions prevalent 
in Palestine those relating to Egypt were much morecheerfual. Alexandria 
boasted a population of three thousand Jews, and Cairo housed twice as 
many, most of them reputed, according to Benjamin, to be very rich. 

Interesting as Benjamio is about the Jews ofsEgypt, when he 
describes the Jews io Persia his pages read almost like a fairy-tale. to 
Persia, the Jews engaged in agriculture to a large extent, and set aside a 
tenth portion of their produce for the upkeep of scholars, the maintenance 
of the poor, and for a curions sect called the “ Mournersof Zion.” These 
were ascetics who ate no meat and drank no wine, whose clothing was 
black and whose habitation was in caves. They prayed incessantly, 
and in all their prayers they asked God Almighty to have mercy on his 
scattered people. The education of Jews in the Orient left much to be 
desired. Benjamin reports that in Yemen they knew no Talmud, and in 
Abyssinia they were not acquainted even with the Bible. 

Needless to say, Benjamin furnishes a good dea! of information about 
curious sights and old-world fables. He tells us of the Wallachians, who 
were swift as hinds and swept down the mountains to despoil and ravish 
the land of Greece; of the Hashishim, or hemp smokers, who went on 
any hazardous enterprise at the bidding of their Ancient Man; of the 
Tartars, who lived in the wilderness, worshipped the wind, and hxd no 
noses! As one authority declares, “A new chapter of mediwval travel 
begins with Rabbi Benjamin of Tudela. His records are the earliest 


' contribution of the Hebrew race to geography.” 


English Jews ought, as a matter of honour, to make themselves 
acquainted with these records, seeing that the best transiation of the 
original is in English. For my own part, I must confess that the records 
have afforded me a great deal of interest and no little entertainment.

Palestine Economics. 


INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


WITH 
Dr. ALPHONSE ALONY. 


NE of the signs of progress of Eretz Yisrael is that it is 
already providing many interesting economic problems, for 
the study of which the Palestine Economic Society was 
founded nearly three years ago. The Society 18 repre- 

sentative of all sections of the population, and is a strictly scientific 
body eschewing all partisan and political activity. It bas several 
valuable publications to its credit, and issues interesting 
“Bulletins” full of useful 
information concerning various 
aspects of the economic life of 
Palestine. The able Secretary 
of the Society, Dr. Alphonse 
Alony, is at present on a visit 
to London. He is a native of 
Palestine, and received his early 
education at the Talmud Torah 
and Yeshiba in Jerusalem, He 
then visited Germany and 
France, where he studied 
philosopby, economics, and 
international law. He 
graduated at the University of 
Strassburg, and later studied 
under Professor Hermann 
Cohen at Marburg. During the 
war he was Secretary of the 
“Hochschule fiir die Wissenschaft des Judentums,” and after the 
Armistice he returned to Palestine. In the course of an interview 
with a representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, Dr. Alony bas given 
some account of the work of the Society. 


Industrial Statistics. 


“The Palestine Economic Society,” said Dr. Alony, ” was established 
to fill a gap created owing to the poverty of the Palestine Administration 
which bas no resources for the collection and publication of statistics and 
other scientific data of economic value, that are normally provided by 
the State. It was the more important that this work should be done in 
Palestine because of the changed conditions which the war produced, 
The first important task which the Society undertook was an industrial 
census, the means for which were provided by the Ica. It was an expen- 
sive work, as all the machinery had to be created, and we had to deal with 
such a diverse population. I think I may say that we covered ninety per 
cent. of the industrial elements of the country. The results were pub- 
lished in five chapters, dealing with Jaffeand Tel-Aviv, Jerusalem, Haifa, 
Safed, and Tiberias, containing statistical information as to the condi- 


tions — total Jewish urban population. The statistics of the most 
important colonies will be published later,

A Currency Problem. 


“The publications of the Society have dealt with a variety of matters 
—credit questions, the builcing problem, new industrial problems, the 
harbour question, currency problems, customs questions, etc. I should 
like to ewphasise the important contribution of Mr. Hooflen on Palestine 
currency, which led the Goverument to study the problem, with the 
result that it is about to introduce a special Palestinian currency. 
Hitherto we have had an Egyptian currency. The Egyptian money had 
no gold standard, but it was backed by English Treasury Bills, which 
were deposited in the Bank of England, and an Evg!ish Commissioner 
supervised the issue of Egyptian piper. This was satisfactory 30 long as 
Egypt was a British Protectorate. Egyptis now an independent State, 
and could at will put an end to this control. That would result in a 
catastrophe in Palestine, and the authorities would be forced with the 
aiteroatives of either introducing English money or have their own 
curreocy. The latter is the course that finds favour. The question of 
backing naturally arises. The issue of a Palestine Government Loan has 
long been promised. It i- suggested that £1,000,000 of the proceeds of 
the loan should be deposited as cover which will make the issue of 
local currency possible. The Government set up a Commission to 
study all the details, on which the leading banks operating 
in the country were represented. Most of the Commission’s 
proposals have been accepted by the Government. It is proposed 
that the standard coin should be the florin, to be known as dinar.a 
term familiar to both Jews and Arabs. This will be divided into 
hundredths, for which a name has still to be found. Directly the terms 
of the Loan are approved, the matter will be proceeded with. I should 
like to mention in this connection that very good relations prevail between 


the Goverament and the Economic Society, the work of which is closely 
studied by the various departments, 


A Useful Programme. 


“ The work of the Society must be of great value from a Jewish point 
of view, as showing the imp rtant part which the Jews are playing in the 
deveiopment of the couutry. The Society hopes to render educative 
Services by the institution of public lectures on economic questions and 
the collection of an economic library. Through ite Hebrew publications 
it is creatiug a H+ brew terminology which will be of vaiue when the 
subject is taught at the Jewish University. I hope to be abie to secure a 
numberof members in Eugiand, who fora guinea subscription will receive 
our quarterly bulletin and other pubiications. I am also endeavouring to 
obtain gits for the library and subventions for special investigations.” 


Jacob’s Death-Time. 


S°RMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ kor Thy salvation I have waited, O Lord,.”—Genesis zliz, 14, 


Our readings from Genesis bave brought us to the death-time of 
Jacob. Seventeen years the Patriarch has spent in Egypt, and: ov the 
peace of that seventeen years is to pass into the peace of perfection with 
God. It had deepened day by day as slow decay grew on; it was 
deepest at the last, when the salvation of God came to him for which he 
bad waited many years. But it was the guiet of renewing life, not of 
anvibilation. When the certainty of death touched the Patriarch, jt 
brought with it the certainty of life. Truly life and death are strangely 
intermingled. We live by dying; disintegration of old tissue goes hand 
in hand with the growth of new. It is true a time comes when the 
formation of new cells lessens, ceases, while disintegration goes on, and 
then death supervenes. But life bas not ceased. The elements whose 
relation in us has dissolved unite themselves in other proportions, other 
forms. Our material life exists again—in part in the grass, above 
our graves, in the cattle that crop the grass, in the men who 
feed upon the cattle. These things we know; but there is another 
life mingied up also with the thought of death of which we do not 
know save by the knowledge of fxith anfi feeling. We cannot demon. 
strate its reality, but there are millions to whom itis @ moral certainty, 
It is a debatable question whether this life of the spirit lives after death, 
but if we look on ali sides of the evidence it is certainly more improbable 
that this life of the spirit perishes than that it continues for ever. 

Now let us see how ano ancient Hebew met death, what he thought 
as it drew near, and whether his thoughts suggest the continuity of life. 
We find him reliving his life. It was not a melancholy retrosp:ct now, 
but it had been so. “ Few and evil bave been my days,” he had said to 
Pharaoh seventeen years before. He was then enter ng on old age, and as 
he looked back all things seemed evil. He saw only the times of sorrow, 
and the days between were as nothing in his eyes. That is how we feel 
when we are entering on old age. and we first realise that we have lost the 
joysof youth. Butif we have faith in God, this sadness does not last. 
When we frankly accept our fate, and say it is God’s Will that we should 
grow old, a calmer and more cheerful spirit rules our heart. Then it 
becomes pleasant, even, to relive our life, to recall its warmth and 
passion. It was in this that Jacob now found pleasure. He relived his 


‘life, aud it did not seem now that his days had been few and evil, but 


many and good. He looked down the landscape of his life. There was 
the encampment where he had passed his youth, and the figure of 
Rebekah watching him as be went away from his brother’s anger ; there 
was the mountain ridge where he had dreamed his dream; there was 
Rachel watching the flocks of Laban; and himself, as evening after 
evening he told his love; there was the brook in the midnight, and Esau 
drawing nigh, and two dim figures wrestling till the dawn; there was the 
grave of Isaac, and two brothers bending over it with hands clasped ; 
and there was anotber grave, by Epbratb, where Rachel lay; and there 
was the weeping and there the rejoicing man, when the news of Joseph's 
death and the news of bis life and honour were brought to him; there the 
cavalcade which j »urneyed into Egypt, and the meeting with the prince, 
his son, and there, at last, after all the joy and labour and pain, the quiet 
country in which for the last few years he bad drawn nearer to death and 
God. He dwelt upon it all, feeling every emotion again. But on one 
thing his thoughts specially fastened themseives—his earliest meeting 
with God. “And Jacob said to Joseph—God Almighty appeared to me 
at Luz, in the land of Canaan, and blessed me and said unt» me, ‘ Behold 
I will make thee frultful and multiply thee, and I will make thee a multi. 
tude of people, and will give thee this land, and thy seed after 
thee, for an everlasting possession.’” The idea then given to him 
was that he was to be the founder of a great people. Now 
such a conception, as that given by God to Jacob—does it 
suggest annihilation or. continuance? Which is the most probable 
supposition? Can we imagine God giving us a great idea to support and 
comfort life, and at the hour when itis brighest extinguishing it for ever? 
Plainly there are some ideas which last for ever; they are immortal ; 
and their immortality guarantees the immortality of the human race. 
These are thoughts for which men, martyrs, heroes, have willingly died. 
Shall we say that they did not die for eternal thoughts, but for an 
arrangement of atoms in the brain which is dissolved into a few gases at 
their dgath? That they have died for what dies with them, so that 
what seems to conquer the power of death is in reality subject to that 
power? It cannot be true, it is incredible. That which loves, and 
executes justice, and maintains truth, those thoughts in us by which we 
live, for which we toil, for which we are ready to welcome death—these 
things live in us and persist for ever. As Jacob relived his life and 
looked forward, he did not doubt it. | 
The second way in which he relived his life was in its affections. It 
must be strange to those who have no faith in immortality that there 
should be such great vitality in buman love. ‘Nothing can be more 
‘touching than the way in which Richel reappears in the very clasp of 
death, There was one feeling that Jacob's passionate heart could never 
lose—the memory of his first love. All else might grow dim, but the 
light that fell on that memory was the light of life’s morning. It had 
not been soin Canaan. There, the agony of Joseph’s loss had renewed 
the old paio of his mother’s death. But now it was different. With 
Joseph be seems to have found Rachel a gain. His son brought back the 
vision of the mother as she had been in ber early beauty. True, she lay * 
far away, near Epbrath, beneath the pillar that recorded bis tenderness 
gad grief. But in bis heart she had risen to keep him company. 
P And surely this is a universal experience. The dead.we love, whose 
vanes sleeps in Many a green pilot, are not dead tous, There ig nota day 
(Contenuea on page 19.)

The Work in. Palestine. 


HOW THE KEREN HAYESOD MONEY IS SPENT. 


The record of the achievements of the Keren Hayesod during the 
past three years must be a source of pride to every Jew. Contributors 
to the Keren Hayesod may feel that their gifts are being devoted to 
creative work which will leave lasting monuments in Jewish Palestine. 
The following is a (necessarily brief) account of the main directions 
in which the funds of the Keren Hayesod are applied :— 


. I.—Immigration. 


The first important task undertaken by the K.H. is to organise 
and facilitate the entry into Palestine of Jewish settlers. The Zionist 
Organisation is specially charged by the Administration of Palestine 
with the selection of Jewish emigrants whose resources are insufficient 
to enable them to enter the country without assistance. 

The majority of the immigrants to Palestine, coming mostly 
from Central and Eastern Europe, arrive with little, if any, capital, 
it-takes some time for the immigrant to “ find himself ”’ in Palestine. 
in good times he can obtain employment within a week. 
may take as long as two months. 
and it is the K.H. which does this. 

The K.H. maintains Palestine offices in various centres of Europe 
to facilitate emigration. The main duty of these offices is to register 
ind examine emigrants, to assist them by giving them information 
ind helping them to comply with the necessary formalities; and to 
supervise the training of certain classes of the emigrants as land- 
vorkers and artisans. 

Once in Palestine, immigrants come under the charge of the Immigra- 
‘ionBureaux maintained by the Zionist Executive at Jaffa, Haifa,and 
Jerusalem. These Bureaux assist the immigrants on disembarkation, 
The mmmigrants are received into camps or hostels where they are 
provided with shelter, maintenance, and medical assistance, until 
they can find work. In case of need, immigrants are assisted with 
small loans for the purchase of tools or for similar purposes. 

During the last four years over 45,000 Jewish immigrants have 
entered Palestine and found employment there. The sum of 
£179,689 has been expended by the K.H. on immigration. 


Il._Agricultural Colonisation. 


By far the most important work undertaken by the K.H. is that 
of agricultural colonisation. Thousands of Jewish immigrants and 
their families have been settled on the land during the last four years. 
Considerable areas, especially in the Vale of Jezreel, have been acquired 
for this purpose. Most of the Chalutzim and other immigrants who 
‘ish to take up agricultural work are not in a position to undertake 
the task from their own resources. The means for settling agricul- 
rurists must therefore, at present, be provided mainly by the K.H.

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No less than 43 agricultural settlements are being conducted 
wider the auspices and supervision of the K.H. In opening up its 
holdings it has had to undertake a vast amount of preparatory work 
such as the draining of swamps, the clearing of stony soil, terracing, 
road-making, provision of water-supply, erection of farm buildings 
‘including barracks, cottages, stables and dairy buildings), and 
afforestation, A million trees of various kinds have been planted. 
\!l varieties of crops are grown. Orange growing, viniculture, dairy- 
‘arming, vegetable-growing, and tobacco cultivation may be mentioned 
among the most important features of Jewish agricultural work. 

The sum of £414,755 has been expended by the K.H. on 
‘gricultural colonisation. 


lll.—Urban Development. 


The progress of urban development has been largely facilitated by 
the Keren Hayesod. It created the General Mortgage Bank of 
Palestine, which has granted loans for the erection of houses and new 
urban quarters in Tel-Aviv, Haula, Jerusalem and other centres. The 
bank has granted loans to the amount of over £64,000 and could 
easily have doubled its operations if its capital were increased. The 
K.H. has assisted the “ Solel-Boneh,” the great Jewish co-operative 
vuild which has carried out a considerable portion of the building 


and public works connected with the development of new urban 


centres. It has also assisted the ‘ Jewish Artisans’ Bank” and made 
numerous loans for eenstructional werk in the Jewish municipalities. 
The expenditure under these and cognate heads ameuats to £52,850. 


IV.—Sanitation. 
The sanitary work supported by the K.H. in Palestine is rendering 
untold services to the population of the country, both Jewish and non- 
Jewish. In conjunction with the ‘‘ Hadassah,” the American Jewish 
Medical Unit, an elaborate sanitary organisation has been built up 
which is operating in the principal cities, Jewish colonies, and workers’ 
camps. It provides medical aid for the immigrants, exercises medical 
supervision in the schools, and maintains a number of hospitals, poly- 
clinics, ambulance stations, and laboratories. Many thousand patients 
are treated annually at the Jewish hospitals and clinics. The drainage 
of the swamps has resulted in a large reduction in the incidence of 
malaria. 


The expenditure of the K.H. on sanitation amounts to £106,406. 


V.—Education. 


Jewish educational work in Palestine is one of the brightest factors 
in the upbuilding of the Jewish National Home. The K.H. maintains 
in Palestine an extensive educational organisation with 130 schools, 
over 12,000 pupils and 500 teachers. The only language of instruction 
in all the schools is Hebrew. According to official statistics, 96 per 
cent. ofthe Jews in Palestine speak Hebrew. The K.H. is responsible 
for the greater part of the Jewish educational budget, 

The educational institutions supported comprise 40 kindergartens, 
73 elementary schools, 5 secondary schools, 3 teachers’ seminaries, 
4 technical schools, and 5 manual training schools. Of the secondary 
schools the most important are the Herzlia Gymnasium at Tel-Aviv, a 
similar institution at Jerusalem, and the Haifa High School, which 
specialises in manual training and technical instruction. Special 
schools are devoted to agricultural training. 

Particular mention should be made of the Bezalel School of Afts and 
Crafts in Jerusalem, which teaches metal work, filigree work, wood 
carving and carpentry. There are also music schools in Jerusalem and 
Tel-Aviv, and a commercial high school at Jaffa. 

The Technical Institute at Haifa serves as a polytechnic for the 
training of skilled mechanics. The first two departments of the 
Jewish University in Jerusalem, a Bio-chemical Institute and an 
Institute of Jewish Studies, have just been opened. 

In close connection with the University is the Jewish National 
Library, with a collection of over 80,000 volumes. 

The expenditure of the K.H. on education amounts tv the notable 
figure ef £313,039.

ViI.—Trade and Industry. 

The K.H. has done much to foster the industrial development of 
Palestine. It is largely iiterested in the Rutenberg scheme for the 
electrification of the country. The waterways are being harnessed to 
provide electric power for factories and workshops, for railways and

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tramways, for agricultural purposes, illumination and heating. The 
first sub-station in Tel-Aviv has already been opened, and two others 
are being built in Haifa and Tiberias. 

The K.H. has made a large number of small loans for the purpose 
of assisting minor undertakings and home industries. 

The expenditure (including investments) for the fostering of trade 
and industry amounts to £57,946. 


VII.—Land Purchase. 


The K.H. has provided over £40,000 for the purchase of land in 
Palestine through the Jewish National Fund and the Palestine Land 
Development Company. By arrangement with the Jewish National 
Fund, a proportion of the receipts of the K.H. are contributed to the 
latter body for the purchase of land as the inalienable property of the 
Jewish people. Approximately 200,000 acres in Palestine 1s now in 
Jewish hands, of which about 120,000 acres is owned by the J.N.F. 


VIII.—In General. 


While the foregoing paragraphs give a broad survey of the work"of 
the K.H., they by no means exhaust its many-sided activities. In 
every direction it acts as a fructifying and stimulating force, and fresh 
demands are continually being made upon its resources as the work of 
development proceeds, There is hardly a corner of Palestine which 
does not bear witness to the beneficent activities of the Keren Hayesod.

New Instructions Issued. 


The Ministry of Agriculture of the Soviet Republic of the Ukraine 
has issued a circular letter to local authorities throughout the Republic, 
instructing them with regard to the carrying into effect of the scheme 
adopted by the Central Committee for Jewish Land Settlement, by which 
3,000 Jewish families are to be settled on the land in the Ukraine during 
the course of the year 1925. 

According to the circular, all settlers are required to organise them. 
selves into land companies, each of which must consist of at least ten 
families. The right of membership of these land companies is given to 
factory workers in employment or unemployed, ex-agricuitural workers, 
unemployed artisans generally, tradesmen, craftsmen who do pot employ 
other labour than their own, and also small merchants who have been 
economically ruined. Each company may comprise members belonging 
to all of these categories. 

The formation of the companies, and the distribution of the land 
among them must be completed by February Ist, at latest. The number 
of settlers has been divijed among the provinces of the Republic in the 
following proportion: 900 families in the province of Kieff, 900 in the 
province of Podolia, 600 in Volhynia, 350 tn Poltava, and 250in Chernigoff, 
Each family will receive ten dessiatins (27 acres) of land.—J.T.A. 


The American Immigration Law. 


Move to Obtain Concessions. 


A new Bill to modify the present quota law by the admission of rela- 
tives of citizens and declarants, has been introduced into Congress by 
Congressman La Guardia, of New York. The Bill, which is more radical 
than that introduced by Congressman Perlman, provides for admission 
above the quota of the parents of American citizens, unmarried children 
under eighteen, and wives or husbands of aliens who have declared their 
intention of becoming citizens and have resided in America for three 
years. The Bill also gives preference in the issuance of visas to quota 
immigrants, unmarried and under twenty-one, the brothers or sisters of 
American citizens or aliens who have taken out their first papers and 
have resided in America for three years. Congressman. La Guardia 
limits this preference, however, to seventy-five per cent. of the annual 
quota of each nationality. The Bill also calls for the repeal of the prefer- 
ence given in the present law to skilled agriculturists. 

President Coolidge has promised that if Congress passes an Act to 
admit the immigrants who are stranded at Southampton and other ports, 
if their relatives have taken out their first citizen pap rs, he will not 


oppose it.

we do not hear their voice, and clasp their hand. Our decay leaves them 
undecayed. In us they do not die, but live. Andis there no substance 
behind the shadows of our thought, no real life of theirs which answers 
to that they live in our passionate memory? Whben our love is deepest, 
do we embrace a cloud? When it dwells on all that they were, on their 
affection which made us thrill with heavenly joy, on their high character 
which gave us inspiration, do we really love only a bundle of corrupted 
dust, or a loving, waiting, longing life that will welcome us at the last and 
say: “ You have not forgotten me, and I have notforgotten you?” 

Once more: in this reliving of his affections Jacob went back to his 
long love and sorrow for Joseph. One dreadful hour had dwelt for years 
in Jacob's memory. It was when he saw his sons returning, and they 
put into his hands a coat dyed with blood, with the cruel question. 
“This we have found, know now whether it be thy sen’s coat or no?” 
Add to the memory of that hour the wild suspicion thatit was his own sons 
who had done the deed, and we may bave some conception of the bitter- 
ness of his bereavement. And now read this v , when the sorrow is 


all past: “And Israel said to Joseph, I had not thQpght to see thy face, . 


and now God hath showed me also thy seed.” All the bitterness of the 
past has vanished, and out of sorrow has grown a double joy, Not only 
ig he reunited to Joseph, but God has also shown him Joseph's children. 
It is the truth of common life, There are separations that deepen 
sve and prepare a deeper joy for meeting. There are sorrows which 
blossom into joy. And true of daily life, it is still truer of spiritual life. 
God’s trials pobly borne are the paths to victorious triumph; our 
endurance, our self-sacrifice are latent forces that become so much 
strength amd joy. The trees look cold and bare to-day. Yet on every 
branch the winter leaves hold the radiant life of summer foliage. They 
do not not rebel against their destiny, but in submission to law they await 
the light. Spring will come presently, and their leaves will fly open at 
the gracious call, and in a thousand forests wonder and joy will awake 
to sing the green creation of each year. That is the view we ought to 
take of life and its sorrows. It waits in patience for the coming spring, 
and when the spring comes, and we look back upon all that is past, we 
can exclaim with Jacob: “ For Thy salvation I have waited, O Lord.” 
And so with there words on his lips, Jacob died. He met death 
quietly, resolutely. “ Behold I die,” he says, “but God will be with you 
and bring you again to the land of your fathers.” Not one cloud of doubt 
rested on the patriarch’s soul. He saw the substance of things hoped for, 
And then his whole spirit broke into blessing. He called his sons, and 
blessed them as they stood around him. The last legacy he left was love, 
A noble close. Let us live for such love while we may, so that when 
death comes we may meet it faithfully, serenely, as Jacob did. In youth, 


in manhood, in old age, let us abide with God, so that when the last hour 


draws nigh we may look forward with the Patriarch’s faith, a faith that 
expresses itself in the ancier words: “ For Thy salvation I have waited, 
O Lord.” 


It has been decided to form in New York a Society for Jewish Colont- 
sation in Soviet Russia. The Society will be incorporated at one million 
dollars, and willissue shares at ten dollars each. The funds collected 
will be used to promote Jewish Colonisation tn Soviet Rassia, not in the 
form of charity, but by credits which will be secured by a first mortgage 
on the property of the settler, excluding the land, which is nationalised 
in Soviet Russia. 


Mexico and the Jews. 
- 
Increasing Immigration. 

Jewish immigration on a large scale into Mexico is no longer a pro- 
bability (says the J.T.A) ; it has become a fact. Each boat to the port of 
Vera Cruz brings an ever-increasing pumber.of Jews. The number of 
immigranta has increased from an average of seventy-five to five hundred 
a month, and it will continue to grow, according to what the new immi- 
grants report. 

With Mexico's present status as a refuge for homeless Jews, the 
attitude of the immigrants has changed. They come there, now, not to 
stay the length of time necessary for their legitimate entrance into the 
United States as Mexican citizens, but with the idea of making their 
permanent homes in Mexico. Inthe port of Constantinople alone, one 
immigrant from that city relates, there are thousands of Jews whose 
sole idea is to reach Mexico. These immigrants will arrive in Mexico 
not later than the month of February, coming over in relatively small 
groups. The majority of them are from Russia and the Ukraine, Others 
are from Poland, Lithuania, Czecho-Slovakia, Germany, and the Balkans. 


7 Sacramental Wine ” Trials. 


- 
Sensational Cases in the United States. 

Over seventy persons, among them some twenty or thirty Jews well 
known in local synagogue activities, are indicted ina “ sacramental wine” 
case now being investigated in Chicago. A number of high Government 
and prohibition enforcement officers are likewiseinvolved. At present the 
case is in a stage of investigation, which is being conducted by the Federal 
Government, not by the State. Even before the trial has begun, and 
before the public knows the details of the scandal, the general impression 
ia taking root that this is a specifically Jewish case, in spite of the fact 
tlfat the majority of those indicted are non-Jews. The knowledge that 
it is a case of the misuse of the privilege of “sacramental wine” and that 
the Jews are the only ones to enjoy this privilege under the prohibition 
laws, is sufficient. 

The average newspaper reader does not know that the “rabbis” and 
“congregations” mentioned in connection with this case are not real 
rabbis and congregations but ordinary criminals and non-existent con- 
gregations. It is one big ring of swindlersand erooks, among them a few 
Jews, who are organised for the purpose of carrying on an illicit liquor 
trade on a large scale, and employing the “sacramental wine ™ provision 
asa means of deceiving the Government. The most guilty in this case 
are a number of the very prohibition agents who are supposed to see that 
the law is properly observed.—J.T.A. 


At Cleveland, Rabbi Meir Leiser has been sent to prison for sixty 
days and finéd 300 dollars for selling “ sacramental” brandy, and thus 
avoiding the Prohibition Act. 


New Chief Rabbi Installed in Friesland. 


Jews Honoured. 
[From our Correspondent. | AMSTERDAM. 

In the presence of a distinguished gathering, comprising the Chief 
Rabbis of the neighbouring Province, the Queen’s Commissioner for Fries- 
land, the Law Officer of the Province, the Burgomaster, the Town Clerk, 
the President of the local Bench, and Rabbi Wagenaar, now Rector of the 
Datch Jewish Seminary, and a former Chief Rabbi of the Province, Rabbi 
A. B. N. Davids, was, on December 28th, installed Chief Rabbi of Friesland, 
on the same date that his grandfather, Rabbi Dunner was inStalled, just 
halfa century ago, Chief Rabbi of North Holland. In introducing the new 
incumbent, the President of the local commanity recalled that twenty- 
five years had elapsed since they had witnessed a similar function at 
Leeuwarden, when the previous Chief Rabbi of the area had been 
installed. Chief Rabbi HirSth, who bad undertaken the spiritual guidance 
of the Province during the last six years, in addition to functioning as 
Chief Rabbi of the adjacent Province, delivered the installation address, 
which was followed by the inaugural sermon of the new Chief Rabbi. 

Mr. H. Wertheim, who recently discontinued his practice as a Notary 
in Amsterdam, has had conferred upon him by the Queen, a Kuighthood 
in the Order of the Netherlands Lion. Notary Wertheim was a leading 
communal worker up to the time of bis resignation of office.

Jewish Questions at league of Nations. 
The Salonika Sunday Closing Law. 
a [From our Correspondent. | SALONIKA. 
Ata meeting of the Deputies of British Jews, Mr. O. E. d’Avigdor 
Goldsmid, referring to the subject of Sunday closing in Salonika, said 
that “the administrative measures already taken on the Suuday closing 
question were in accord with the suggestions made by Mr. Lucien Wolf,” 
This statement does not correspond with the facts. The Jews of 
Salonika continue to close their businesses on two days, thus suffering 
considerable material damage. The news, published in the DOAR 


HAYOM of Jerusalem and in several German-Jewish newspapers, to the 
effect that the compromise arrived at at Geneva between Mr. Wolf and 
the Greek delegation has already been put into practice, is, to say the 
least, premature. It is essential that the Jewish organisations should 
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continue to exercise the strongest pressure on the Greek Government 
in order that it shall fulfil the obligations it undertook at Geneva, 
especially as many Turkish journals are now demanding that Jewish 
businesses should be kept closed all day on Sundays, and shall no longer be 
allowed even the two hours during which they are at present permitted 
to remain open.

Anti-Semites Plan Coup. 
[From our Corresponden’.} BUDAPEST. 

The Hongarian Government has abandoned the proceedings against 
Liewt. Hejjas and his associates of the “Awakening Magyars " who were 
charged with complicity in sixty-four murders in the Ky cskemet district 
in 1919. The majority of the victims were Jews. The reason for the 
abandonment of the trial is said to be the amnesty granted to all citizens 
who committed crimes “on patriotic grounds,” when the country was in 
danger. 

The anti-Semites, headed by Hejjas and Kiss,are forming new armed 
detachments in an endeavour to impose their policy on Hungary. They 
are said to contemplate the overthrow of the Bethlen Government and 
the installation of Hejjas as Dictator. The organisation demands the 
expulsion from the country of all Jews who have settled in Hungary since 
1900, the confiscation of half their property, the banning of all Jews from 
public offices, and that they should be prohibited from owning landed 
property.

Forthcoming Rabbinical Conference. 

The official gazette, MONITOR POLSKI, has published the text of the 
decree, ratified by the Government, under which all trading concessions 
at present held for articles over which the Government has a monopoly, 
will be withdrawn. The proposals for modifying the severity of the 
decree, which were submitted by the Jewish deputies and were promised 
consideration by the Government, have, with the exception of a few 
winor points, been ignored

Polish Rabbis early in February. Over eight hundred Rabbis are expected 
to participate in the Conference. 

The police have discovered a nest of bombs in the home of a Ukrainian 
resident in Lemberg, the pattern of which is identical with that of the 
bomb that was thrown some time ago at President Wojciechowsky. A 
number of arrests have been made. Stanislav Steiger, the Jewish student 


who was arrested as a suspect on the day of the outrage, is still detained 
in custody.

Norwegian Jews’ New Undertaking. 

After untiring efforts on the part of “ Young Israel” in Christiania, or 
Oslo, as the capital of Norway wust now be called, sufficient money has 
been raised, through the generosity of the Jewish inhabitants in the 
city, to establish an orphanage for Jewish children. A house has been 
purchased for the purpose, and already eight fatherless children have 
found a home in the new institution. It is but a modest effort, but 
developments are contemplated, and, with the addition of a second storey, 
which is planned, accommodation will be provided for a further twelve 


orphans. The home is under the management of a committee, of which 
Mr. H. Rubinstein is Chairman.

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Hellenistic Influence on Jewish History. 
LECTURE BY RABBI M, GOLLOP. 

At Jews’ College last Sunday, Rabbi M. GoLwor, B.A, delivered tha 
naugural lecture of a series on “Jewish History : the Period of Hellenistic 
ofluence,” under the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies. 
Dr. A. BUCHLER presided, 

Rabbi GoLLor said that when Alexander the Great overran Asia 
Minor and planted Greek colonies all around the Jewish settlements, 
the Jews came into contact with a new and unfamiliar type of life. 
liellenism had produced a large number of Jewish writers who wanted 
to become cultured Alexandrians and at the same time to retain their 
Sewieh faith. To a great extent they had succeeded in this. The 
effect of Greek culture on the Jews in Palestine was in one way far 
deeper and in another way far shallower. The Jews in l’alestine who 
had assumed all the externals of Greek culture had become non-Jews pure 
and simple. A certain amount of ground must have been prepared for 
Hellenistic culture in Palestine. The ordinary Jew had very little oppor- 
tunity cf comiog into contact with Groek civilisation. The rulers must 
have been the first to be brought into touch withit. When Joseph, son 
of Tobias, became virtual ruler of Judea, a new type of Jow came into exist- 
ence. Formerly, the High Priests had been responsible for the goneral run of 
the country, batnow a now bureaucracy developed in Jewish life. The 
lecturer assumed that this newly-developed bureaucracy brought with it 
from its periodical visits to Greece a new type of life, which brought 
about a loosening of Jewish ties. Instead of obedience to the Law and 
radition, which had been the hall-mark of Judaism, a sect arose that 
considered the Law did not matter. Those who adopted the Greek 
culture did so, not because theyadmired Greek philosophy, but because 
{tt was convenient. It was not the fact that aforeiga king compelled tho 
Jews to give up their religion; it was the Jews themselves who, in order 
to curry favour with the ralers of Palestine, endeavoured to be like them. 
Valestinian Jewry became divided into two sects— 


THE DOERS OF THE LAW AND THE TRANSGRESSORS OF THE LAW, 


The struggle between them continued for over thirty years, and caused a 
great deal of bloodshed. The aloofness from things Jewish of the Trans. 
gressors of the Law was shown by the fact that in the days of Simon 
Maccabeus these same apostates went to their rulers for aid against their 
fellow-Jews; while after Simon's assassination by his son-in-law, 
Ptolemy, the latter bad gone to Jerusalem to try and seize the Govern. 
nent, showing that there must even then have been in Jerusalem a body 
of Jews who atill did not believe in the necessity of obeying the Law. 
Some twenty-five years later, in the time of John Hyrcanus, had arisen the 
struggle between the Sadducees and the Pharisees. John had left the 
Pharisees and joined the Sadducees; he had abolished the decrees of the 
Pharisees and imposed punishments on thoseobservingthem. There was 
therefore a body of Jewish laws against which John Hyrcanus was aim- 
ing, and with which the Sadducees were not in agreement. Who, then, 
were these Pharisees and Sadducees, the bitter division bstween whom 
had been emphasised by Grasiz? Afterthe struggle with Syria and with 
Lellenistic culture, Jewish Tradition and Law had become above all 
things dear to Jews, and the Pharisees demanded that all public affairs 
should Be judged from the standpoint of religion. The Sadducees, 
the men who had assumed the conduct of affairs, held that a 
State organised on the basis of religion was impracticable. This 
party gave first place to the interests cf the State, relegating religion 
to a secondary position. He (the lecturer) had formed the opinion 
that the Sadducees were not so patriotic as they were generally made 
out to be. He also doubted that the Pharisees were mere students, 
incapable of taking the lead in practical affairs. During the short reigu 
of Salome Alexandra, the practical administration of the land hed been 
in the hands of the Pharisees, and that had been the only bright period 
in the history of the time. Josephus gave the impression that the 
Sadduceecs were not altogether sincere observers of the Law, that they 
had, indeed, not much understanding of it. Halcvy held that the 
Sadducees were a class similar to, if not the same as, the Hellenists of 
an earlier period. He (Rabbi Gollop) suggested that they were not a 
religious party, that they were the children of the Hellenists, brought up 
on irreligion. Thoy were ready to toy with Hellenism when it was in 
vogue, with Roman idealism when that was in vogue, and cared nothing 
for Jewish belief or practice. When Herod came to power, the Pharisees 
found that it was useless to struggle for control of the State, and retired 
to the schoolrooms. While the material Jewish State was beiog 
Strengthened, the Pharisees founded the schools of Shammail and Hillel. 
The material State bad fallen, but the spiritual State bad remained, and 
remained to this day. 

A discussion followed, in which Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., the Rev. 
5. Lipson, and the Chairman participated. Dr. Biichler said he found ib 
very difficult to disbelieve in the religious convictions of the Sadducees. 
Thanks were accorded to the lecturer, on the motion of Dayan A. 
Feldman, seconded by the Kev. I. Livingstone, and to the Chairman on 
the motion of Mr. Algernon Lesser. Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., 
also spoke.

Anglo-Jewry and the Law’_~

Fin,—In the article under the above caption which appeared in your 
issue of the 26th December, Mr. Summerfield saya: 


“Ona conservative estimate something like ten per cent. of those charged 
with crime mouth by month at the Old Bailey Courts, the London Sessions, eic., 
are Jews.”’ 


By what stretch of imagination can your contributor make such a 
ridiculous and damaging statement? Has he taken the average for a 
year, a month, or any particular uafortunate period of one week ora day ? 

Then, again, Mr, Summerfield enlarges on the fact that Insurance 
Companies do not encourage business with Jews because it is unprofitable. 
If this is not a matter of anti-Semitism as he denies it is, how does ho 
account for the fact that the Alliance Assurance Company, a very 
flourishing concern, is constantly soliciting Jewish business? 

Again, Mr. Summerfield says regarding the adjournment of criminal 
cases on the Day of Atonement: 

‘* All the judges at the Old Bailey were at any rate that week concerned 
with none but Jewish occapants of the docks.”’ 

Has your contributor ascertained whether the reasons for adjourn 
ment were not in most cases in deference to the religion of employees of 
the Courts or Barristers concerned in the cases? 

Again your contributor states that the popular and vulgar proverb, 
“Two fires and a failure make a rich gentleman,” is a Jewish invention. 
What authority, I would liketo know, has he for making this statement? 

I would like to know, too, how he can reconcile his following 
etatements : 


1, The Commissioners who sat on the Aliens Question a decade or two ago 
were informed, on the testimony of police officers and other non-Jewish 
witnesses, that the influx of a Jewish popuiation into any givea locality, ¢.¢., 
East End of London, was inva.iably followed, a immediate and directiy 
traceable conse juence, by a marked diminution in crime. 

2. Crimes of violence would appear to be very slightly on the increase 
among the younger members of the community who, if they know not the 
synagogue or other communal meeting-houses, are by no means unfamiliar 
with the boxing ring, the billiard saloon, and the less reputabie hinterland 
of the theatrical world—spheres in which their law-abiding parents and 

ancestors did not moveand have their being, and in which passions are apt to be 
cultivated that not seldom culminate in crime. 

3. Certainly there is no more law-abiding section of the publio than the 
Anglicised “section of Anglo-Jewry.

New Attack on **8hechita.”’ 

In the course of an article, in the DAILY NEWS, ofa visit to the food 
packing yards of Chicago, Mr. Wilson K. Midgley wrote that the only 
crueity he saw was done in the name of religion. Ho observes: 

The Jewish ritual prescribes the manner io which animals shail be ki led 
for food. One requisite is that a priest shall be ths slaughterer, and for this 
reason @ staff of six Rabbis are employed by a firm like Swift’s. Their strong!y 
characterised Hebraic faces recall four thousand years of history, and it is 
strange to see them thrast by an ancient religion into the centre of machinery 
andefliciency. Their garb makes still another contrast, for their loug gum 
boots, aprons and sweaters, recall nothing priestly unless it be the altars of Baa). 
For the purposes of their religion the animal is shackled by a hind jeg, then 
swung into the air, a mazzie is clamped on its nose so thatits bead can be 
twisted, and its throat stretched for the sacrificial cut. One of the cows intended 
for this method of killing slipped out of the pen before it could be shackied. 
After many attempts, it was subsequently secared and placed in the righ* 
position. It is another of the paradoxes of life that there was more cruelly tn 
the killing of this one animal in the name of religion than in the dispatch ofa 
hundred by business methods.

About Books. 


Jewish Elements in Druidism. 

“Drvuipism: THR ANCIENT FAITH OF BRITAIN,” by Mr. Dadley 
Wright, (Burrow and Co.), is tho first attempt for nearly a century to 
present In a detailed and exbanstive form the tenets, practices and 
customs of tho ancient Druids, This volume will especially appeal to the 
arct « alcgist, tho masonic student, and all lov. rs of history and of anti- 
quarian subjects. The masonic researcher will revel in its contents, for 
he will bo helped in traciog many parallels betwecn the customs and 
practices of the ancient Druids and the modern Masons. 

In the course of bis treatise, Mr. Wright maintains that theroisa 
striking resemblance between certain elements in Druidism, and certain 
elementsinJudaism. Both D:uidism and Judaism incalcate a belief in a 
Fupreme Being, and the name given tothat Suprewe Being by each means 
“ The felf-Existent,” or “The Eternal.” Among the Druids, Bel was the 
name given to the Supreme, the meaning of which is“ He thatis.” The 
name Ptah, also, it may be pointed out, means “I am ail that has been, 
ie, or shall be.” The Jews had their priests or judges, prophets and rcriber, 
while amorg the adherents of the Druidical faith, there were tho Drnide, 
Birds, and Vates. Each measured time by nightand day. In the Bible 
the oak is frequently regarded as a sacred tree. Thesame Hebrew word 
which signifies “oak” also means “an oath,” and tho root of this word Is 
“mighty” or “strong,” the root of the name given to the Deity in many 
languages- The angel (or messenge:) of the Eternal came and sat under 
the oak at Ophrah when sent to deliver a message to Gideon (Judges 
vi.. ii.)

Io }.zekiel 
vi., 15, and Hosea iv., 13, reference is made to the practice of offering up 
incense under the oak. It was at the oak of Moreh (Genesis xil.. 6), that 
the Eternal appeared to Abram, and it was there that Abran) built an 
altar. Joshua (xxiv., 26), wrote particulars of the covenant in a book of 
the law of God, and took a great stone and set it up under an oak tree, 
by the sanctuary of the Eternal. Among the Hebrews the oak was 
eccasionally a burying-place. Deborab, RKebekah’s nurse, was buried 
‘beneath Bethe), under an oak (Genesis xxxv., ~), and Saul and his sons 

were buried under an oak (I. Chronicler, x., 12). Abraham planted a 
grove of trees as a retreat of silence and solitude and prayer, but in later 
times the Cenunclations of heaven were launched against groves, because 
they were used by idolators, or the followers of a different religion. Dr. 
Stukeley calls Abraham “the first Druid,’ in reference to the oak grove 
at Beer-sbeba. Mc. Wright's work reveals infinite patience of research. 
The author bas gathered together a mars of materia! of comparative lore 
which he has arranged with system and skill. His treatise will form an 


attractive book of reference for all those interested in the history of 
Diuidism and its related problems. 


Disraeli's Political Novels. 


The political romancesof Benjamin Disraeli, which constitute ap unsur- 
passed account of the English political lifeof his time, contributed a new 
genre to the history of English letters. These political novels, as Disraeli 
wrote them, assimilated many of the literary influences that composed 
the rich, many-sided, and stronuous thinking of the earlier and the middie 
nineteenth century. They formed a fresh outlet, which came pouring 
from the main body of ideas that made nineteenth century England 
memorable in the history of civilisation. The peculiar course of that 
stream was defined and fixed by one who, among his contemporaries, is 
an outstanding figure for a career unusual, strange to men of his time, and 
remarkable to us, “ THE POLITICAL NOVEL,” by Mr. Morris Edmund Speaie 
(Oxford University Press), traces the development of that literary form 
which was founded upon Politics, and which has now become definitely 
established as a feature in English letters. Mr. Speare says that the 
political novel was born fn the prismatic mind of Benjamia Disraeli, 
and he devotes more than a third of his book to Disraeli’s piace 
in English literature. Disraeli perfected a new form and launched 
it upon the literary world. The political novel, as Disraeli conceived 
it, is as fascinating and varied a production, when measured by 
the side of the novel-forms of the time, as its author was unique among 
Victorian statesmen. It is especially true of Disraeli that tho style 
fs the man himself. All his characteristic intensity flames in 
_his written word; all his great strength struggles for utterance. He 
was self-reliant, surprising, unconventional. Less than others dfd 
he depend upon the forms of the past; leas than others did he follow the

re THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS REPORT. 
{From our Correspondent.) BERLIN. 


In the course of his opening address at the twentieth annual conference 

ah German Zionist lederation, held at Wiesbaden, Dr. Weizmann 
eviowed in detail the present political position of the Zionist Movement. 
fe said that, especially in the last three years, they had made progreas 
o Palestine which bad attracted the earnest attention of the non-Jewish 
orld. The upbuilding of Palestine was a fact which the world must 
ecogoise. He did not believe there was any powerin the worl. that 
id put a stop to their work. A new Government might perbaps give, in 
patters of detail, certain facilities ia one direction or impose certain 


he progress of the upbuilding of Palestine. There was absolutely no 
basis for the fear that the coming into power of the Conservative Govern- 
ment in Logland wou'd tnany way hinder them in theic work Oa the con- 
rary. there were ecrtcin features in the present British policy which, in 
os some respects, wonld porhap:s operate in favour of the work in Palestine. 
The report of the Mandatos Commission of the League of Nations had had 
cortaine fect onJowish publicopinion. Withball therespectand regard and 
hope which they placed in the Leegue of Nations, it must, however, be said 
that they were dissatisfied with that report. They held that it did not 
ineet the case, that it did not recognise the real position in Palestine. It 
was an (ffort on the part of the League of Nations to :u9 Zionism, with 
all ites conceptiona, into the narrow frame of the paragraphs. ‘Their task 
was now to make lt clear to the Leagues of Nations and to enlightened 
uropean public optnion that the Balfour Declaration was not ¢ ven to 
the 100,000 Jews in Palestine, but to the 16,000,009 or 14,000,000 Jews ta 
the world, and that those 100,000 Jews of Paiestine were nothing more 
| than the pioneers who were to prepare the road for the millions of Jews 
who were stciving towards l’aleatine. 

Among the many antagonists of Zionism, Dr. Weizmann procecded, 
there was one gcoup which occupied a prominent position, the group whicb, 
under the leadership of the \atican was opposing Zionism and the Jewish 
- people In Palestine. For years now they had been proclaiming in the 
wost solemn fashion and confirming it by deeds that the Jews were not 
interested in the Holy Places in Palestine. On the contrary, they had 
covery interest in seeing that these Holy Piaces should be administered by 
the Christian World. They must strive for an intensification and a 
strenpgthenirg of the position in Palestine on the one hand, and, on the 
other, for an intensification of the work of explanation and enlightenment 
among their enemies. The formation of the Jewish Agency meanta closing 
up of the circles grouped around the Zionist Centre.

THE ZIONIST MEMORANDUM. 
[From our Correspondent.) VIENNA, 

During his stay in Vienna, De. Weizmann made a atatement to 
representatives of the Press with regard to the omission of the Mandates 
Comrolesion to take cognisance of the Zionist Memorandum. Dr. Weiz- 
mann said that the Zionist Organisation had been guilty of a breach of 
ae ctijnette in sending its Memorandum direct to the League of Nations 
instead of through the agency of the Palestine Government, The Arabs 
had acted correctly by presenting their petition first to the VDalestino 
Government It wasthe neglect of this formality that was responsibie 
for the omission of any mention cf Zionist workin the report of tas 
Mandates Commission. He added, however, that Jewish confidence in 
the League of Nations remained unshaken. LHe appealed to the Jews not 
to exaggerate the importance of the incident relating to the Commission's 
report. Der. Welzmann expressed his pleasure at the resolution of the 
leputies of British Jews, enabling that body to join the Jewish Agency. 
Dr. Weizmann also addressed a public meeting here, at which the 
British Minister, Mr. Akers-Douglas, was present. Dr, Ebriich, President 

of the Austrian Zionist Federation, was in the chair.

TRE TIMES JERUSALEM CORRESPONDENT ON ARAB. JEWISH FUSION, 


The Times of last Monday, under the heading of “The Palestine 
Problem,” pablished an article from its Jerusalem correspondent. Great 
Britain's task in Palestine, says the article, is primarily one of recon- 
ciling seemingly irreconcilable peoples and parties. The essence of 
the problem is the fusing of the Jews, who have come in of free choice 

to make themselves one with the country, and the Arabs, who have 
been part of the country for centuries and regard it as their own by 
undisputed right, 

Ot the material progress made by Palestine since the occupation, it 
is admitted that there can be no possib’e doubt, and it is not denied that 
this is in no small measure due to Zionist enthusiasm and financial 


UMculties ia another direction, but it could not impede or put a atop to » 


support. “The money,” says the article, “is still stoadlly pouring tn, the 
machinery is still functioning with a smoothness and effectiveness un- 
known in the earlier years.” The outlook regarding the attitude of the 
Arab fellah ts, however, said to bo less satisfactory. “ He now seer,” it 
continues, “Jewish settlements springing up ali around him. I¢ is true 
that the Jews usually settle on land, sandy, swampy, or malarious, which 
the ill-equipped f¢'lah cout not hope to cultivate; tut the Arab leaders 
have arisen to tell him that he is oppressed, that his little piece cf land 
is in danger. . . . The same f.//a’ is also told that Goverument 
taxation and land policy have no other aim than to impel the Arab land- 
Owner to sell and make it easier for the Jewish newcomers to luy.” 

Such statements have been made, oven in the report to the Permanent 
Mandates Commission of the League of Nations, by the Arab Executive, 
which, itis said, remains to all intents and purposes, © the vocal expression 
of’ Palestinian Arabdom.” The Executive, the article concludes, has 
forsotten mothing and learnt nothing ia the past years. It still stands 
out for entire non-co-operation with the Government so long as the 
Lalfour Declaration remains as the basis of Britiah Palestinian policy ; 
and it still shows a high'y cu'tivated ability for misconstruing any and 
every Government statute as an anti-Arab measure.” 

Far from the Arab National Party serving—as was at first hoped— 
asa means of educating the country along less obstructive lines, the 
Arab Executive openly states that a few days will seeé all parties reinit- 
ivg with the Arab Congress party, and putting forward a solid front as 
the forthcoming Seventh Arab Congress. If this meaus a united Arab 
cffort towards formulating a practicable and successful land policy, 
Palestine will stand to gaia; if not, the only future progress for Paiestiae 
is cloariy Jewish progress.”

The Religious Position in Eretz Yisrael. 
From Dr. Bernard Homa. 
To the Editor of Tut Jewish CHRONICLE, 


Str,—Recent correspondence in your journal on this subject has 
aroused in the community a grest deal of comment—comment which can 
serve no useful purpose to Orthodox Judaism. As one who was closely 
associated with Chief Rabbi Kook daring his recent stay in London, and 
had tho opportunity of getting frst band information concerning his 
views on the Communities Ordinance, [ consider it my duty to make 
public the important information which I obtained in order to clarify the 
position. 

lo conversation, Rabbi Kook emphasised the fundamental! principle 
of the unity of the Jewish people in the Holy Land, and the need for 
siving expression to this principle by means of a unified communal 
organisation. At tha same time he pointed out that it was unthinkable 
that rcligious matters“even of an administrative character, should be 
banded over to a body, on whose religious principles there could be no 
rellance. Ile therefore proposed that the Ordinance should contain a 
clauso to the effect that, in addition to the proposed National Council 
which would deal with all secular matters, there should be formed a lay 
body consisting of religiously conforming people only, who would, in 
cop junction with the Chief Kabbinate and under its authority, look after 
the administrative side of all matters of a religious nature, such as 
Shechifa, Matzoth, ete., and he particularly emphasised that such 
portion of the. education tax as came from such Jewish sources as 
desired. to see education in Palestine placed on a religions basis, 
should also be administered by this lay body. From this broader 
point of view, which on the one hand would secure the unity of 
the people in LFretz Yisrael, and on the other would protect the 
independence of religious interests, it was obvious that Chief Rabbi Kook 
gave expression to his opposition to the proposal of the Agudath Yisrael 
to establish an independent S/icchifa in Jerusalem or in any town of 
Valestine, which would only lead to the utter breaking up of ordered 
communallife inthe Holy Land. He further pointed out that the manace- 
raent of the Shechita in Palestine was admittedly in the strictest possibie 
Rabbinic hands, and, furthermore, since the representatives of tho 
rolnority were invited to participate in its supervision, there was no 
roason whatever for the formation of any other Shechila. 

l'rom the above statement it is clear that Rabbi Kook is not influenced 
hy any political considerations, whether they originate from the Aqgiudath 
ivwrae! or the Zionist Organisation, but stands solidly for the principles 
which are so dear to every orthodox Jew,

MINISTER'S TRIBUTE TO THE Rev. J. F. STERN. 
In the course of his sermon last Sabbath the Rev. Nathaniel 
Jacobs, B.A., referred to the celebration of the sixtieth birthday of the 
Rev. J, F. Stern, and to his thirty-eight years’ ministry at tho bast 


London Synagogue. Few men, said the preacher, were #0 honoured by’ 


every section of the community as was Mr, Stern, Probably no man had 


had such a tremendous life-task amid trying circumstances as had Mr. 
Stern, and there was no one in the Jewish ministry who was marked by 
greater Courage and greater fearlessness. It was deplorable that Mr, 
Stern should have been allowed to devote his most precious years to a 
gigantic task without a panel of assistants. 


Spring Gardens Synogogue. 

In the course of his sermon, entitled “Pharaoh blessed by Jacob,” 
delivered last Sabbath at the Spring Gardens Synagogue, the Rev. J. 
Israelstam, B.A, said: When reading in that day's that “Jacob 
blessed Pharaoh,” their anclent commentatora, even as they themse!y +s, 
wondered what that b'essing was. They felt that it was hardly possible 
that 7.2) should mean simply “saluted” or “greeted.” An older 
Midrash had it that what Jacob said to Pharaoh was, “ May the waters 
of the Nile rise at thy feet plentifally and regularly.” The experience of 
Jacob had often recarred to his children. Whenever Jows sottied ina 
new country they knew thatthey would have to contribute their share—a 
disproportionately large share—to that country's resources, or they would 
not be tolerated at all.. [a this country, too, Jews had justified, and wero 
justifying, their citizenship in unstinting fashion. They had contributed 
their possessions, intelligence and diligence, and had thus promoted 
undeveloped industrics and new enterprises. “New Kiogs” were, 
however, arising that conveniently knew not Joseph and hig 
services, and deliberately forgot Jacob and his blessings. More- 
over, Jewish loyalty was doubted, and the tenacity with which 
Jews, @8 & raco, were supposed to hold together, and for which 
they had in the past been praised, had now become an unpardoa- 
able tin. They were morally and economically assailed. What 
should their attitude be? Ia the first place, it was quite clear that 
Jewish gratitude to, and love for, the British people could never 
be dislodged from their hearts. The generosity with which Britain 
opened its doors to Jews inthe past, the spirit of fair play which equalised 
the Jew with his fellow-citizons, in the eyes of the constitution and of 
the law, and above all, the large-heartedness which prompted the ander- 
taking of the tutelage of the Jewish National Home in Palestine were 
indelibly impressed on the pages of Jewish History. With regard to the 
latter,in particular, they could truly see that T5257 ANH) TO IPA“ the 
Holy One Biessed be He provided the remedy before the advent of the 
scourge.” The real hopes of Anglo-Jewry in its present troubles, ita flaal 
answer to the unworthy and unjustified attacks made on it, should bga 
greatly increased eff »rt in the direction of the rebuilding of the Jewish 
National Home in the Land of Israel. When Anglo-Jewry had satis- 
fled itself that it was worthily helping to secure that consummation, 
it would feel that it could face with equanimity and fortitude the attacks 
which it was now experiencing and such as its enemies might even now 
be preparing.

MUSICAL NOTES. 


Notwithstanding the advent of wireless, the cheapenirg and improve- 
ment in gramaphoue recoris, and all the other mechanical devices which 
were supposed to threaten the professional musician, the winter and 
coming spring seasons promise to be busierthan ever. Among the really 
important concerts may be mentioned the London Symphony (Orchestra 
concert on Monday next, at Qicen’s Hall, to be conducted by Viadimir 
Shavitch, aud with Tina Lerner as soloist in Ichaikuwsky’s Piauoforte 
Concerto. 


Mr. Borwick plays at 4° lian Hall on Tuesday next, at half-past five, 


and the (Quartet (Messrs. Herbert Kinsey, rank li!oward, Anthony Pini, 
and Olive Bioom) wi cupy the same platform at a quirter past eight. 
On Wednesday, Miss Harriet Coben gives a pianoforte recital, witha 
programme that inc!udes a group of carly English keyboard pieces. 
The real musical event of the week, however, will boa that at Covent 
Garden on Thursday night, when the B.B.C. gives itssecond international 


symphony concert, couducted by the Swiss conductor, Ernest Ansermet, 
and with Albert Samnons as solo violinist.

Alleged Long Firm Frauds —At the resumed hearing, at the Mansion 
Tlouse, on Monday, of the charge of conspiracy to defraud creditors, 
prought against BARNETT APPLESTONE, and his two sons, J5\Ac and Lewis, 
further evidence was ¢ ven as to the supplying of goods by Orms, and the 
removal of goods from the premises of B. Apptestone and Sons, Ltd., to LB. 
Allan, Ltd. A witness from a firm of auctioneers atated that he called at 
the promises of B. Allan and Co.,in Aldersgate Street, and saw Lewis and 
Parnett Appelstone. Lewis told him he had some goods he wished to sell 
by auction, as he was disposing of or letting the premises, There wasa 
large quantity of goods in the basement, The witness agreed to sell them, 
and the goods realised a total of £1,328. The hearing was again adjourned, 
and the defendants were allowed bail, Particulars of the case were given 
ion our iesne of December 19th. 

Cankroaptcy Act Charges.—<At the Salford Sessions, on Tuesday, 
tf re Me. A. M. Langdon, the Kecorder, the hearing was resumed of the 
charges agsiost PHILir RapZANoO¥, 42, boot merchant, of Gravel Lane, 
Salford, of contravening the Bankruptcy Act by disposing of goods which 
he had obtained on credit within six months preceding the filing of his 
petition, it being alleged that these transactions were not in the ordinary 
way of histrade. In cross-examination, Mr, Birch, the trustee, said that 
he found the accased’s papers and ledgers in a very unsatisfactory state, 
Ika@zanov, in the witmess-box, said that when he started business as a 
merchant in 1921 he could not read or write English. He hada boy of 
sixt-en to do his book-keeping. He denied that in any of his trans. 
actions he had had the slightest intention of defrauding. lp to the time 
of his bankruptcy he had paid thousands of pounds to his creditors. 
For the dcfence, Mr. Jackson, KC., said the defendant ought never 
to have traded as a wholesale merchant, but to have confined bis atten- 
tion to boot repairing, in which he was skilled. He met with adversity, 
and had been caught by manufacturers who knew more about the trade 
than be did. Ia the three months before his bankruptcy Radzanoy sold 
goods to the value of over £8,000, all of which had been paid to his credi- 
tors, and there was no suggestion that he bad been pocketing money. The 
jary found Radzanov guilty of all the charges against bim, and Mr. 
Jackson asked the Kecorder, before passing sentence, to take into account 
that the defendant was a marricd man with a family, that he had already 
suffered severely, and that the prisoner would not be able to trade again. 
‘The Kccorder passed sentence of six months’ imprisonment in the second 
division. 

Robbing Employees.—At Old Street Police Court last Friday, before 
Mr. Clarke Hall, JaCoB GITTLESON, of Fieldgate Street, Stepney, was 
summoned for non-payment of unemployment and health contributions 
in respect of men he had employed, and also with detaining cards and 
fooke. ‘There were twenty-two summonses in all, and the arrears 
amounted to £6 541.81. Defendant said he had beenin hospital, but the 
magistrate said that bad nothing todo withit. For months before that, 
defendant had been swindling his men, taking their money, and not 
stamping their cards. “I look upon this as a very bad case indeed,” 
added the megistrate, “It is monstrous that aliens like you should come 
to this country and rob the men who work for you and bring thom to 
ruin, I wish I could send you back to the country from which you came, 
I very much regret I canoot send you direct to prison and order you to be 
deported.” Gittleson was flued £10 on the first summons, or two months 
in default, and there was a fine of £1 on each of the other summonses. 
Lie was also ordered to pay the insurance arrears.
